improvement upon the present supply 
of water from Lake Chabot, which is 
little else thau a collection uf surface 
water during tho rainy seuson, tho 
streams putting in being of so limited 
extent as to have no positive e-ll'ect on 
this mass throughout the dry season. 
Although the Lake. Chabot water is not 
uuhealthful, it requires ice to give it n 
very palatable flavor. It is a wise course 
that Chabot is pursuing, however, and 
by next year the supply for house use 
will come'from the new lake, aud the 
present resource will be employed for 
irrigation, though it is not unlikely that 
the water of thu new hike will taste 
somewhat of the fresh earth and vc-ge-ta- 
tion the first year. 


TUB MKTKR IJUKSTION. 


The importance of having an abun- 


dance of water for all purposes desired 
iu aud about this city, cannot be over- 
estimated. 
But this -suggests another 


thing not generally considered, anil that 
is the necessity of a new system of fnr- 
nishing customers. At present only the 
larger establishments have anything in 
the shape, of a water meter, the cost of 
these things as yet invented being prac- 
tically out of the reach of the average 
household. 
As water is furnished to 


customeis at present, those who use but 
a small proportion of water, are neces- 
sarily taxed for water used or wasted as 
the case may be by other parties. There 
is 110 doubt but. that if the Lake Chabot 
water were properly dealt out thai, there 
would be an abundance for all purposes 
rerjuired. 
We mean, if everybody paid 


for it by the gallon instead of'by the 
present indefinite, unsatisfactory aud 
unjust manner. People arc reckless in 
many cases—will let their hoxe run all 
night to drown gophers, or what not, 
aiul lie like Satan when it conies to set- 
tling the bills. There is no doubt that 
if there was a cheap and practical sys- 
tem of measuring the quantity supplied 
to each customer, nnd the water sold to 
to all by the gallon, that it would be fai 
better for all concerned. 


In this connection, we may add tha( 


•T. H. Itcdstone, the patent agency man 
and local option ent'jiusiast, is at work 
on ft water meter, wl .ich, if it results as 
expected, will prove a reform of some 
practical utility—one greatly needed. I 
is his expectation to furnish a maehiiv 
for about ten dollars, that will reach the 
difficulty complained of. 
If he confine 


his inventive powers to this regulation 
instead of whisky supply, he will hav 
the hearty support of the TitmcxK, nne 
if he succeeds in the undertaking ii 
question, he will receive the nimnimon 
support of tlio license-men and nil cither 
everywhere.
